AY brings with it the first touch of summer; the rou- 

tine of organization and social life begins to slacken; 
the youth of the family turn their faces homeward from 
their winter exile in school and college, and thus life takes 
on a different form in, most households. At this time we 
begin to realize that a Change of occupation is relaxation, 
for outdoor life calls us to enjoy nature in her most alluring 
moods. ‘The exodus for the summer has not yet begun, and 
home and neighborhood become better known from all 
points of view. In the South where the long heat of sum- 
mer burns the vegetation, the dense verdue of May is all the 
more highly appreciated ; clubs and other organizations are 
all keen to devise ways and means to combine their work 
with “the call of the wild,” and when we combine the two, 
we are impressed with the thought that after all May is the 
most satisfactory calendar month for the woman whose 


daily routine of life contains many interests. 


T HE welfare of the public school child is one of the 

vital interests of the 20th century woman in her organ- 
ized efforts for community betterment. For several years 
women’s organizations have agitated and worked for medi- 
cal inspection in the public schools, and the general public 
is being aroused by these discussions. Scientific afid medi- 
cal men have been organized and are at work on this prob- 
lem, and some of the findings and results of their work will 
be exploited and summarized in the forthcoming Inter- 
national Congress on School Hygiene to be held in Buffalo, 
N. Y., August 25th-30th. This is the fourth such congress 
ever held, and the first one held in America. Dr. Eliot, of 
Harvard, will preside and prominent scientists and educa- 
tors from every nation will attend, notably Dr. Dufestel, 
Medical Inspector of the Paris (France) schools, and Dr. 
Kerr, member of the London County Council, besides lead- 
ers in the work from Germany, Norway, Russia, Hungary, 
Austria, etc. Buffalo has subscribed forty thousand dollars 
for the entertainment of the congress; all persons interested 
in school hygiene may become members by the payment of 
a $5 fee, sending their application to Dr. T. A. Storey, Col- 
lege of the City of New York. 

Medical inspection of public school children, a part of 
school hygiene, shows 25 per cent. of pupils suffer from eye 
strain; 50 per cent. to 75 per cent. from decayed teeth; 12 
per cent. to 24 percent. from nasal obstructions; 10 per cent. 
to 30 per cent. from nervous disorders; 1 per cent to 15 per 
cent. from skin diseases and 1 per cent. to 67 per cent. from 
pediculosis of the scalp. All of these maladies may be 
alleviated by medical inspection. 

School Feeding is also to be one of the discussions 
featured at the congress, proving that two million school 
children in the United States suffer from malnutrition, 
which might be relieved by school luncheons provided by 
the school authorities at cost price. Statistics show that 
forty-one cities in America provide school luncheons in their 
public schools, while 200 cities in England, 150 cities in 


Germany and 1,200 cities in France provide these public 
school luncheons. Germany began this work in its educa- 
tional system in 1790, France in 1849, Great Britain in 1866 
and the United States in 1895. In Philadelphia alone 170,- 
000 school children pay $200,000 yearly for food in school 
luncheons. These school luncheons, with nourishing food, 
increase mental efficiency, form good habits of diet, increase 
a spirit of friendliness and courtesy among pupils, form a 
working laboratory for domestic science classes and increase 
interest in school activities et parents. Lunches in 
rural and high schools, the standard menu, educational and 
social possibilities of school feeding and the economic prin- 
ciples involved in it all will be treated of in various papers. 

There is no rural community in the South too small or too 
poor to consider the problem of school feeding; those who 
know the lunchbasket of the average rural school pupil must 
realize the need for school feeding in our rural schools. 
Women’s clubs and church societies could find no better vent 
for their energy for community life than in the establish- 
ment, management and maintenance of school luncheons in 
the rural schools of the South.

“Vireinta,” by Ellen Glasgow, is the most artistic piece of work that 
has yet come from Miss Glasgow’s pen. The searching analysis of the 
emotions of a woman of the eighties is thoroughly done, and the ideals 
of wifely duty and motherly love of that and its antedating period are set 
down in black and white. The gentle resignation of the lovely Virginia 
to the fate that her training had inevitably set in store for her, the 
egotism and self-absorption of Oliver Treadwell, her husband, and the 
clear delineation of the individuality of the modern children of this 
unfortunate couple grip one’s mind_ with a reality that oppresses. Miss 
Glasgow suggests Arnold Bennett’s literary methods in her wonderful 
characteristics of a peculiar civilization and in the little town of Din- 
widdie one easily recognizes a well known Virginia city not far from 
Richmond. A true artistry is shown by the avoidance of all contrasting 
analysis of the emotions of Oliver Treadwell and Margaret Oldcastle, 
the actress, who makes his indifferent plays a popular success and upsets 
the sweet serenity of Virginia’s simple soul. Miss Willy, the provincial 
dressmaker, the morning market scenes, and the natural events of the 
everyday life of a small Southern town, are all convincing. Miss Glasgow 
has held the mirror up to nature and the reflection is absolute, but the 
sense of deep depression and the hopeless acceptance of the frailty of 
human nature as it is, bow one’s spirit down to the very dust. “Vir- 
ginia,” as a novel, is one aspect of the feminish movement, and in 
reality reveals a certain protest of sex. As a novelist who has a mes- 
sage for humanity, Miss Glasgow grows in strength and finish with each 
new effort, and her work must be counted upon as a very permanent 
part of the American literature of the 20th century. (Doubleday, Pagr

HE fifteenth annual meeting of the South Carolina 

Federation of Women’s Club was held in Florence, May 
5th-9th, at the invitation of the Florence City Federation. 
The convention was opened Tuesday morning in the Y. M. 
C. A. auditorium with an invocation from the Rev. R. T. 
Gillespie, addresses of welcome by Mayor H. K. Gilbert, 
Mr. T. M. Morgan, of the Chamber of Commerce, Mr. 
McNeil and Mrs. John F. Dudley, for the City Federation, 
Mrs. John Drake giving the response. There were 129 
delegates present, with all officers attending except the two 
vice presidents, and all chairmen of departments and com- 
mittees, with the exception of those on Domestic Science 
and Arts and Handicrafts. Most of the delegates arrived 
on Monday afternoon and evening, and had an opportunity 
to get comfortably settled that night. All of the day ses- 
sions were held in the Y. M. C. A. auditorium and the 
luncheons were served in the same building. The president, 
Mrs. Coleman, reported the admission of 22 new clubs, as 
follows: 

Belton, Civic League; Chester, Civic luprovement League; Spartan- 
burg, Florence Crittenden Circle, New Era Club, City Federation; Allen- 
dale, Woman’s Reading Club; Fort Mill, Adelphian Book Club; Florence, 
City Federation, Old Maids’ Club; Latta, Columbia College Alumne 
Club, Civic Improvement League; Book Club and Civic 
Teague; South Carolina Graduate ‘Nurses’ Association, South Carolina 
Girls’ Tomato Canning Club; St. Matthews, Civic and School Improve- 
ment League; Beaufort, Female Benevelent Society; Prosperity, Sorosis ; 
Georgetown, Civic Improvement League; Clio, Civic League; Housewives’ 
League of Charleston; Greenwood, City Federation. 

Four clubs disbanded and four withdrawn from the Fed- 
eration, making a present total of 106 clubs. The president 
spoke of attendance at San Francisco Biennial, a detailed 
account of which was given later by Mrs. W. B. Burney; 
recommended a more serious attitude of club presidents as 
directors of State Federation; that the department of E,duca- 
tion, through various college alumnz associations, promote 
the forming of community centers; that this department 
work for appointment of county superintendents of educa- 
tion by competitive examination; and that a peace and arbi- 
tration committee be added as a subcommittee on education, 
and that a uniform date for election of officers be adopted 
by clubs April or May. All of which were adopted. She 
reported having pledged $100 to the General Federation 
Endowment Fund, and in Mrs. Graman’s report $116 was 
recorded as collected, but the apportionment expected from 
South Carolina is $1,400. It was decided to exclude City 
Federations in counting per capita membership of South 
Carolina Federation and make necessary readjustment. A 
resolution was also passed offering an amendment to Gen- 


eral Federation Constitution providing for district board 


members and district meetings, dividing the United States 
into several geographical districts. The recording secre- 
tary reported mailing 285 yearbooks November lst, and 
made a plea for accurate information to be sent to her by 
June 1st for making up yearbook. The treasurer reported 
receipt of $1,061, expended $651—with a balance of 
$410.74 on hand. The Education department, through 
Mrs. Frank Gary, reported 75 applicants for the 7 scholar- 
ships offered last year, and the 3 at Winthrop filled, and in 
asking for another scholarship for Winthrop, pledges were 
taken and in a few minutes $368 were reported, making it 
possible. All clubs were asked to have educational com- 
mittees to assist in securing applicants for scholarships. 
The convention authorized the Legislative Committee, with 
chairmen of Education and Health, to look into the legal 
status of women in South Carolina, and to take proper steps 
to secure their eligibility to position on school and health 
boards. The chairman of Library Department, Mrs. Lynch, 
reported finding 13 libraries, 9 placed; free transportation 
on A. C. L. and Southern Railroad; made a plea for 
juvenile books, and all libraries to be turned over to chair- 
man and continued work on free library commission bill, all 
passed. The chairman of Civics, Mrs. Visanska, made a 
plea for observance of Arbor Day, 3d Friday in November, 
Civic Day, March 10, Clean-up Day, April 10th, and Peace 
Day, May 18th, and recommended the change of depart- 
ment name to Conservation, with a subcommittee on For- 
estry, which were adopted. There is civic activity all over 
the State and 28 purely civic clubs in federation. The 
chairman of Health, Dr. Gantt, made a plea for study of 
social hygiene, continued efforts in behalf of medical inspec- 
tion bill and antituberculosis work and recommended the 
change of name to Public Health, which was adopted. 
Legislative Committee stated work on medical inspection 
and compulsory education bills last year, and recommended 
continued work next year; and presented the bill for estab- 
lishment of State Reformatory for white girls similar to 
that established for boys. ‘THis committee was authorized 
to draw up a bill to be submitted to next convention for 
providing white matrons in county jails. Clubs were urged 
not to send individual bills or petitions to General Assem- 
bly, but to co-operate with State Legislative Committee. 
The Literature and Reciprocity Department, through Mrs. 
Gibbon, made a plea for continuous program observ- 
ance Of Reciprocity Day in February, and reported having a 
complete file of State yearbooks on file. After much dis- 
cussion it was decided to continue Fine Arts session with 
Literature and Music, as presented this year, but no fixed 
subject for the contest. The Fine Arts session Wednes- 
day night was a great success. Dr. S. C. Mitchell, of the 
South Carolina University, gave a brilliant address on The 
Foremost Figure of the French Revolution—Mirabeau—a 
plea for character, and the successful paper in the State 
literary contest, The Bible as Literature, was read by Miss 
Mary L. Porter, of Monday Club, Rock Hill. The music, 
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. in charge of Mrs. Charles Kirby, chairinan, was most artis- 


tic, Miss A. L. McNeill, Florence, Miss Marguerite Crofut, - 


Beaufort, and Mrs. Chas. Kirby, Spartanburg (violin) ; 
Miss Marie Epton, Spartanburg (piano), and Mrs. A. G. 
Blotcky, Spartanburg (vocal), taking part. The visit to 
the State Industrial Schooi on Tuesday afternoon, where 
the Leonora Chapter of Eastern Star served refreshments, 
was most interesting and delegates had a chance to see the 
100 boys, talk to them and to know just how they are cared 
for, They need a great many things, most of all a matron. 
Mrs. McKissick, chairman of Industrial School Committee, 
reported not arranging for the library and the $1,289.65 
still in bank. It was decided to keep this sum in tact and a 
subscription was taken on floor to give a brass band to boys; 
the necessary $200 was raised in a few minutes. It was 
also decided that each club send six well selected books to 
Mrs. Lynch, chairman of Literary Department, to make a 
good library to send to Industrial School. The Constitu- 
tion was amended to make clubs having men and women 
members eligible to federation, but representation always by 
women delegates. On motion of Dr. Gantt, $50 was appro- 
priated for State president’s traveling expenses. The fol- 
lowing officers were elected :

Miss Louisa B. Poppen- 
heim, 1900-1902, and organization in absence of first presi- 
dent; Mrs. A. J. McKissick, 1906-8: Mrs. W. B. Burney, 
1908-10; Mrs. J. M. Visanska, 1910-12. Mrs. T. B. Hayne 
read a memorial to Mrs. M. O. Patterson, president in 
1902-04. The lunches were beautifully arranged, served 
on Tuesday by Samuel Bacot Chapter D. A. R. and King’s 
Daughters; on Wednesday by Ellison Capers and Maxcy 
Gregg Chapters U. D. C., and on Thursday by Grand 
International Auxiliary to the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers. All delegates were seated, the ladies served 
most attentively and the decorations were beautiful. The 
reception Tusday night by Elks, the Garden Party at Mrs. 
Robt. James’, in Darlington, and the reception Thursday 
night by the City Federation, were all most beautifully 
arranged and enjoyed by all. The invitation from Spar- 
tanburg was accepted for the-convention next year. Sev- 
eral of the officers and chairmen were invited over to 
Marion for Friday, where a beautiful Reciprocity Day was 
celebrated. The visitors were taken over to industrial 
schools, white and colored, to Judge Woods’ beautiful gar- 
den, to various homes for dinner, and at the library in the 
afternoon Mrs. Coleman, Miss Poppenheim, Mrs. Visanska, 
Mrs. Gibbon and Mrs. James gave short talks after an 
address of welcome from Miss Kate Blue and Mrs. Buck, of 
the Papyrus Club. The Florence Convention was the larg- 


est in the history of the Federation, and all credit is due 
Florence clubwomen for their success in entertaining so 
hospitably such a large gathering of women. ee

HE, president of the Florida Federation, Mrs. Hocker, 
on May Ist sent out a letter to State chairmen of depart- 
ments and to club presidents urging them to send at once to 
the General Federation Bureau of Information, Portsmouth, 
N. H., for a copy of the G. F. W. C. booklet on Departments 
of Work. After reading this pamphlet carefully prepare a 
plan for your department work not more than two pages, 
and send at once to Mrs. Hocker; include in your sugges- 
tions a program for a club day in your special subject. Mrs. 
Hocker expects to prepare a similar booklet for the Florida 
Federation and hopes to bring about a closer relation among 
the clubs and a greater interest in all federated work. 
\VHEREVER a club finds itself uncertain as to what lines 
of work on which to concentrate, is in need of literature on 
civic subjects or wishes to organize for this particular work, 
the Civic Committee stands ready to help with advice, litera- 


‘ure, and, where possible, personal assistance in the form of | 
civic talks, on subjects vital to newly formed organizations. 


We would especially recommend to all clubs interested in 
municipal work, as well as to study clubs, the useful little 
pamphlet, “Toward Democracy,” published by the Civics 
Committee of the Wisconsin S. F. W. C., and obtainable on 
application to them. The American Civics Association will 
shortly publish a small pamphlet entitled “Civic Work in 
the Little Towns.” This, also, will be available on applica- 
tion to your committee. All know the old adage about “A 
Prophet in His Own Country,” and we would suggest wher- 
ever possible the obtaining of good outside speakers on such 
subjects as health, sanitation, legislation and such other 
economic questions as are of vital importance to your town 
or city. The Welfare Department of the National Cash 
Register Company of Dayton, Ohio, has this year sent out 
an illustrated stereopticon lecture on the beautifying of our 
cities, which has aroused great enthusiasm and brought 
forth good fruit wherever it has been given. This lecture 
is given free of charge, and, though the lecturer’s dates are 
now filled for months ahead, engagements may be made for 
next season by addressing “Mr. F. McPherson, Box 294, 
Tampa, Florida.” The Edison Company, in co-operation 
with the General Federation Department of Civics, has got- 
ten out films showing “The Street Beautiful,” which may 
be obtained for your moving picture shows. These, in 
connection with the now well know “Fly Films,” are highly 
educational as well as interesting. Why not get some man 
who knows about trees and their needs appointed by the 
city as a tree warden of your town. Let him advise about 
the planting and care of your trees, and, after you get them, 
safeguard them against injury from electric light, telegraph

disfiguring pruning at the hand of ignorant road gangs. 
Much of your success will depend upon the personnel of your 
committees. Strong personal leadership is the first require- 
ment in work of this kind, and many a battle is lost through 
bad tactics. Zeal and enthusiasm count for a great deal, 
but good judgment and discretion must balance it, if you 
look for lasting results. In a little suffrage comedy recently 


put upon the stage, one of the male characters is made to 


say, “If you want to get a thing done, get a man to do it 
for you,” and happy is the woman’s club which can, by its 
precepts and practice, so arouse the civic consciousness of 
its community that men and women will work in harmony 
toward oné end,—The City Clean, the City Moral and the 
City Beautiful. That way, lies success.

THE TAMPA Civic Association is justly proud of its suc- 
cessful May Day, the sentiment aroused for playgrounds, 
and the promise of support from city officials. The festival 
this year included a floral parade, with exercises and May- 
pole dances by the school children held in Athletic Park, 
about four thousand attending. Voting for May Queen 
was an easy way of increasing playground fund, receiving 
from contest this year two hundred dollars. This associa- 
tion has just finished placing Maypoles on all the school 
grounds in or near the city, making twenty poles. —

She closed 
with her vision for America, when the youth of 21 shall 
appreciate the honor of the ballot and shall use it as he 
would a sword to protect the homes of America. .The con- 
ception of her dream was so unique, Mrs. Pennybacker’s 
language and delivery so faultless that as she rose to the 


climax, the interest was so tense that a moment elapsed: in > 


silence before the great applause. The Federation is proud 
of Mrs. Pennybacker, for Virginia thrills with pride that 
she who represents more than one million women in this and 
foreign lands was born in the Old Dominion. 


Mrs. CALDWELL said in the March Keystone that the 
sixth annual convention “promises to be the most notable 
yet.’ We wonder if her fairest promises have not been 
fulfilled.

SHiILoH Day.—According to the request of the Shiloh 
director, and inspired by the copies of the Newton Enter- 
prise, with a Shiloh Day program, the chapters in South 
Carolina celebrated Shiloh Day in April with the greatest 
enthusiasm and increased interest in the history of Shiloh. 
Many chapters added local features to the regular Shiloh 
program offered: the M. C. Butler Chapter, Shandon, added 
a sketch of Gen. A. H. Gladden, who was a South Caro- 
linian who lost his life at Shiloh, the sketch being given by 
Mrs. Powell, aged 83, a sister of General Gladden, who 
lives in Shandon; the Olin M. Dantzler Chapter, of St. 
Matthews, celebrated Shiloh Day with an especially fine 
musical program and recitation, ‘The Iron Cross,” besides 
a paper on the battle; the Stephen Elliot Chapter, Beaufort, 
besides the regular “Enterprise” program, featured their 
celebration with the “Shiloh Post Cards’ of Bloody Pond, 
thus adding to their contribution to the fund; the John 
Bratton Chapter, Winnsboro, besides the regular ‘‘Enter- 


prise’ program, added a roll call; ‘“‘name some hero, whether 
he wore epulets or carried a knapsack, who took part in the 
Battle of Shiloh ;”?

Dick ANDERSON CHAPTER, Sumter, unveiled a granite 
tablet commemorating the Battle of Dingle’s Mill, April 
9th, the forty-eighth anniversary of the battle. At the 
instance of the chapter, the county had placed a permanent 
steel and concrete bridge over the stream around which the 
fighting had taken place, and on this bridge, three and a 
half miles from town, the tablet was erected. The inscrip- 
tion reads: | 


“This tablet marks the site of the Battle of Dingle’s Mill, fought 
April 9, 1865, between Potter's Brigade and the Reserve S. C. Militia, 
C.S. A. Erected by Dick Anderson Chapter, U. D.C.” | 

Earlier in the day the chapter served a hot dinner on the 
courthouse green to the veterans of the county, and in the 
afternoon had them driven in automobiles to the scene of 
the exercises. These were very simple, consisting of prayer, 
music by the Sumter Band, the unveiling by four little girls 
—descendants of participants in the battle—and a scholarly 
address by Prof. S$. H. Edmunds, of the city schools, who 
supplied the historical data for the occasion and: paid tribute 
to those whose lives had been given up on this spot in 
defense of their homes.

Kinston, Lexington, Goldsboro, Hick- 
ory and Lincolnton being the only ones we can locate as to 
place. We attended the conference of District No. 3 at 
Lincolnton. Mrs. Harry E. Reid, the president of the 
Southern States Chapter, presiding as director, and Mrs. 
Finger, Charlotte, acting as secretary. About fifty ladies 
from Mooresville, Charlotte, Shelby, Gastonia, King’s 
Mountain and Lincolnton assembled in historic Memorial 
Hall for the initial conference of the district. Music was 
furnished by the Fassifern Children’s Chapter, the only 
boarding school or college chapter in the State, and the 


Wallace Rinehardt, the local Children’s Chapter; Mrs 


Robert Costner welcomed the district warmly, the entire 
U. D. C. membership of the section having been bidden to 
assemble in Memorial Hall.. The hall itself was one of the 
greatest things of the meeting; it is an object lesson in, the 
collection and utilizing for present and future needs 16€al 
historical spots and objects. One hundred years ago this 
substantial, well built brick building was opened as.a male 
academy; here many a major general, judge, congressman, 
statesman, was educated or started on the road to great- 
ness; it servedits day, too, so that noble women have studied 
in its walls, and in it has been collected a store of treasures 
reminiscent of Colonial, Revolutionary and Confederate 


days. A spacious park slopes on all sides from the 


eminence where it stands. The chapter has a_ hun- 
dred year lease on the building which was once city 
property, and they have equipped and improved it as a use- 
ful, living memorial to Lincoln's Confederate soldiers in 
lieu of a stone shaft. The first floor is a public library 
tended and maintained by the chapter or an assembly room, 
if needed. Upstairs is equipped as a dining room, with 
small kitchen adjoining, and there at midday lunch was 
served in a bower of old-time spring flowers, an old hand 
loom for carpet weaving was in a corner in operation, a 
spinning wheel, candle molds, antique brass candlesticks, a 
corner cupboard of priceless old china is another possession, 
the sword, sash and battleflag of Maj. Gen. Robt. F. Hoke, 
his set of, in a case, table cutlery, knife, fork, spoon, etc., 
with folding ivory handles. Maybe it is not fair to the 
meeting to further enthuse over the hall, but it is original 
and distinctive, and we could not resist passing the chapter 
idea on full enough in form to help others. Mrs. J. W. 
Faison, of Charlotte, vice president general of the U. D. C., 
responded to the welcome and stated the purpose of the 


cofivention in planning the State district meetings. The 
principal feature of the meeting was an inspiring address 
and appeal that our historical opportunity be met by our 
being ready and faithful, by State historian, Miss Carry A. 
Leazar, along the lines outlined below. ‘The State director 
of the Children of the Confederacy presented the needs of 
her work, appealing for new methods in holding the boys, 
and that the achievements of great Confederates since the 
war be studied to make the children realize that there is a 
future and a present, as well as a glorious past. She 
appealed to the district to go to the State convention with 
every chapter in it maintaining a training auxiliary for the 
children. ‘The Soldiers’ Home, the Home for Confederate 
Women were discussed, and a plea from the State president 
that every chapter support the educational work; our honor 
is involved in making the State normal scholarships fund 
complete, and the contributions must be prompt; if you have 
a pledge, meet it; if you have no part in the educational 
work deny yourself no further, send money to Miss Mar- 
garet Etheridge, Selma, and a postal to Mrs. R. E. Little, 
Wadesboro, stating amount of donation. Each chapter of 
the district presented the special features of their local 
work. The invitation of Shelby was accepted for the next 
meeting if the district organization is continued.

DEPARTMENT OF Huistory.—Miss Carry A. Leazar, 
Mooresville, historian, has worked indefatigably this win- 
ter that a State as rich in historical facts as North Carolina 
may be aroused to make the showing in the record of the 
year that will blot out, in a Confederate sense, at least, her 
reputation as flagraitly careless and indifferent to a proper 
cJlection and preservation of her history. Miss Leazar 
has systematized her work and _ studied the historical 
rescurces of the various sections of the State and appealed, 
individually, to the chapters to accomplish certain specific 
tasks by a certain date, using the methods outlined by Miss 
luthcrford, historian general; where there are counter- 
claims or the least likelihood of contradiction of an impor- 
tant fact affidavits from responsible persons are asked for; 


that is, the facts are to be sworn to before a notary public 


or the clerk of the court. Her call is for brief narration of 
facts and stories rather than essays and finished literary 
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papers, where information is secured from sources other 
than the writer. A list of the persons who have been the 
authorities should be appended to the paper, and in every 
case the name and address of the writer included. Topics 
that are desired may bear upon the political, commercial, 
religious, educational, agricultural, industrial, military or 
social customs and conditions of’ war and reconstruction 
times. The plain people who do not claim to be writers are 
appealed to to tell the things they know in spite of any diff- 
culties as to spelling or composition. Most any school child 
of the future can spell, for we U. D. C.’s expect to raise our 
educational standard to the best, but they can never intro- 
duce into history, story or song, the wonderful facts of a 
trving epoch-making time if the modesty, reticence and fear 
of their unfitness to write seals the lips of those who were 
actors or witnesses of these deeds. By the middle of July 
Miss Leazar will select from the matter sent in such papers 
and subjects she regards of special value and interest to the 
State for Historical Evening at the Tarboro convention in 
October. Miss Leazar has made appeals in person to five 
chapters by special invitation: Raleigh, Goldsboro, Kinston, 
Hickory, Mooresville and Newton.

It is with the greatest pleasure in urging 
you to further work, that I thank you for what has already been done 
in the cause. | 

_Virginis is the banner State of the South in its support of Arlington 
memorials’ You have done more than the daughters of any other State. 
You can do still more. Of course, it will take strenuous continued work, 
concentrated thought and ready action, but these, I know, you are willing 
to give in behalf of so noble a work. 

“Let Virginia, the battleground of the war, prove to the Southland 
and to the world that she is determined to honor her\noble sons who 
gave their lives in defense of their rights. 

“May I beg that each Chapter president will determine to make this 
the fourth year of effort, by far the most successful of all. Map out 
your plans in wisdom, and execute them in love. 

“The State Committee which I represent, will, I am sure, support and 
encourage your every effort. Remember that you are working for the 
honor of Virginia, the monument we hope to unveil late in June or early 
in July. It will be a grand reminder for future generations.”
